* to end. 

Rib row 2 - PI , *K1 , PI ; rep from * to 
end. 

Rep these 2 rows for 4 [4, 5, 5] cm, 
ending with row 1. 

lncreaseroW'Rib4, *M1 (by picking 
up horizontal loop lying before next 
st and working into back of it), rib 7 
[8, 9, 10]; rep from * to last 5 sts. Ml , 
rib 5 (74 [82, 90, 98] sts). 

Change to 3^ 4 mm needles and patt

5, 6] times, K2 [0, 2, 0]. 

Row 4 - P2 [0, 2, 0], (K2, P2) 4 [5, 5, 
6] times, K1 , P6, K1 , P2, (K2, P2) 5 [6, 
7, 8] times, K1 , P6, K1 , (P2, K2) 4 [5, 
5,6] times, P2 [0,2,0]. 

Row 5 - K1 8 [20, 22, 24], P1 , C6B, P1 , 
K22 [26, 30, 34], P1 , C6F, P1 , K1 8 [20, 
22, 24]. 

Row 6 - As row 2. 

Row 7 - P2 [0, 2, 0], (K2, P2) 4 [5, 5, 
6] times, P1, K6, P3, (K2, P2) 5 [6, 7, 
8] times, P1 , K6, P1 , (P2, K2) 4 [5, 5, 
6] times, P2 [0, 2, 0]. 

Row 8 - K2 [0, 2, 0], (P2, K2) 4 [5, 5, 
6] times, K1 , P6, K3, (P2, K2) 5 [6, 7, 
8] times, K1 , P6, K1 , (K2, P2) 4 [5, 5, 
6] times, K2 [0, 2, 0]. 

These 8 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until Back meas 1 0 [1 2. 1 5, 
18] cm, ending with RS facing for next 
row. 

Shape raglans 

**Keeping patt correct, cast off 2 sts at 
beg of next 2 rows. 

Row3- K1 , sL1 K, K1 , psso, patt to last 
3 sts, K2tog, K1 . 

Row 4 - P2, patt to last 2 sts, P2.*** 

Rep last 2 rows until 30 [34, 38, 42] sts 
rem, ending with RS facing for next 
row. 

Next row - K1 , sL1 K, K2tog, psso, patt 
to last 4 sts, K3tog, K1 . 

Next row - P2, patt to last 2 sts, P2. 

Rep last 2 rows once more. Leave rem 
22 [26, 30, 34] sts on a spare needle. 



SLEEVES 



With 2 3/4 mm needles, cast on 41 [43, 
47, 49] sts. Work in rib as on Back for 
13 [13, 15, 15] rows, thus ending with 
row 1. 

Increase row - Rib 2 [1 , 3, 4], *M1 , rib 
3 [4, 4, 5]; rep from * to last 3 [2, 4, 5] 
sts, Ml , rib 3 [2, 4, 5] (54 [54, 58, 58] 
sts). 

Change to 3 1/4 mm needles and patt 

thus: 

Row 1 - (RS), K. 

Row 2 - P. 

Row 3 - K2, *P2, K2; rep from * to end. 
Row 4 - P2, *K2, P2; rep from * to end. 
Row 5 - K. 

Row 6 - P. 



Row 7 - P2, *K2, P2; rep from * to end. 
Row 8 - K2, *P2, K2; rep from * to end. 
These 8 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt, shaping sides by inc 1 st 
at each end of next and every foil alt 
[alt, 4th, 4th] row until there are 58 [58, 
72, 74] sts, then on every foil 4th [4th, 
6th, 6th] row until there are 64 [70, 76, 
82] sts, taking inc sts into patt. Work 
straight until Sleeve meas 12 [15, 19, 
23] cm, ending with RS facing for next 
row. 

Shape raglans 

Work as Back from ** to ***. 

Rep last 2 rows until 24 [28, 30, 34] sts 
rem, ending with RS facing for next 
row. 

Next row - K1 , sLI K, K2tog, psso, patt 
to last 4 sts, K3tog, K1. 

Next row - P2, patt to last 2 sts, P2. 

Rep last 2 rows until 8 [8, 10, 10] sts 
rem, ending with RS facing. Leave rem 
sts on a spare needle. 



FRONT 

Work as Back to ***. 

Rep last 2 rows until 42 [46, 52, 56] sts 
rem, ending with '*^'3 facing for next 
row. 

Shape neck 

Next row - P2, patt 1 5 [15, 18, 18] sts, 
turn and work this side first. 

****Cont to dec 1 st at raglan edge as 
before on next and every alt row, at the 
same time dec 1 st at neck edge on 
next 3 [3, 5, 5] rows, then on foil 3 alt 
rows. 6 sts rem. 

Keeping neck edge straight work 1 
more raglan dec, ending with RS 
facing for next row. 5 sts rem.**** 
Next row - Patt 1 , K3tog, K1 . 

Next row - P2, patt 1 . 

Next row - K2tog, K1 . 

Cast off rem 2 sts. 

With WS facing, slip centre 8 [12, 12, 
16] sts on a spare needle, rejoin yarn 
to neck edge of rem 1 7 [1 7, 20, 20] sts, 
patt 15 [15, 18, 18] sts, P2. 

Work as first side from **** to ****. 

Next row - K1 , sLI K, K2tog, psso, patt 
1 . 

Next row - Patt 1 , P2. 

Next row - K1 , sLI K, K1 , psso. 

Cast off rem 2 sts. 



MAKE UP 

Do not press. 



Join front raglan seams and right back 
raglan seam. 

Neck Border 

With RS facing and 2 3/4 mm needles, 
K8 [8, 10, 10] from left sleeve top, knit 
up 15 [15, 17, 17] sts down left side of 
neck, K8 [12, 12, 16] from front, knit 
up 15 [15, 17, 17] sts up right side of 
neck, K8 [8, 10, 10] from right sleeve 
top and K22 [26, 30, 34] from back 
neck dec 1 st at centre (75 [83, 95, 1 03] 
sts). 

Starting with row 2, work in rib as on 
Back for 6 cm. Cast off loosely in rib. 
Fold Neck Border in half to WS and slip 
stitch loosely in place. Join left back 
raglan seam, leaving 7 cm open from 
top of Neck Border. 

With RS facing and 2 3/4 mm needles, 
starting at top of Neck Border, knit up 
39 sts all round raglan opening. Cast 
off knitwise. 

Make 3 buttonloops evenly along neck 
opening by forming a loop with 2 
strands of yarn and working 
buttonhole stitch around loop. Sew on 
buttons to correspond with 
buttonloops. Join side and sleeve 
seams. 

Do not dry handknits in harsh sunlight 
as fading or yellowing may occur. 

You may tumble dry your garment with 
confidence in any domestic tumble 
dryer at temperatures of up to 60“C. 
Recommended by Hoover.

BACK AND SLEEVES 



Work as Back and Sleeves of 4 Ply 
Sweater. 



LEFT FRONT 



With 2 3/4 mm needles, cast on 23 [25, 
27, 29] sts. 

Rib row 1 - (RS), *K1 , PI ; rep from * 
to last 3 sts, K1, P2. 

Rib row 2 - K2, PI , *K1 , PI ; rep from 
* to end. 

Rep last 2 rows for 4 [4, 5, 5] cm, 
ending with row 1. 

Increase row - Rib 2 [2, 3, 2], *M1 , rib 
6 [7, 7, 8]; rep from * to last 3 [2, 3, 3] 
sts, Ml , rib 3 [2, 3, 3] (27 [29, 31 , 33] 
sts). 

Change to 3 1/4 mm needles and patt 

thus: 

Row 1 - (RS), K18 [20, 22, 24], PI , K6, 
P2.

With 2 3^4 mm needles, cast on 23 [25, 
27, 29] sts. 

Rib row 1 - (RS), P2, K1 , *P1 , K1 ; rep 
from * to end. 

Rib row 2 - *P1 , K1 ; rep from * to last 
3 sts, P1, K2. 

Rep last 2 rows for 4 [4, 5, 5] cm, 
ending with row 1. 

Increase row - Rib 2 [2, 3, 2], *M1 , rib 
6 [7, 7, 8]: rep from * to last 3 [2, 3, 3] 
sts, M1 , rib 3 [2, 3, 3] (27 [29, 31 , 33] 
sts). 

Change to 3 ^^4 mm needles and patt 

thus: 

Row 1 - (RS), P2, K6, PI , K1 8 [20, 22, 
24]. 

Row 2 - P18 [20, 22, 24], K1, P6, K2. 

Row 3 - P2, K6, PI , (K2, P2) 4 [5, 5, 
6] times, K2 [0, 2, 0]. 

Row 4 - P2 [0, 2, 0], (K2, P2) 4 [5, 5, 
6] times, K1, P6, K2. 

Row 5 - P2, C6F, PI , K1 8 [20. 22, 24]. 
Row 6 - As row 2. 

Row 7 - P2. K6, PI , (P2, K2) 4 [5, 5, 
6] times, P2 [0, 2, 0]. 

Row 8 - K2 [0, 2, 0], (P2, K2) 4 [5, 5, 



6] times, K1 , P6, K2. 

These 8 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until front matches Back to 
start of raglan shaping, ending with 
WS facing for next row. 

Shape raglan 

Cast off 2 sts at beg of next row. 

Row 2 - Patt to last 3 sts, K2tog, K1 . 
Row 3- P2, patt to end. 

Rep last 2 rows until 5 sts rem, ending 
with RS facing for next row. 

Next row - Patt 1 , K3tog, K1 . 

Next row - P2, patt 1 . 

Next row - K2tog, K1. 

Cast off rem 2 sts. 



MAKE UP 



Do not press. 

Join raglan seams. 

Collar 

With RS facing and 2 ^4 mm circular 
needle, starting at cast on edge of 
Right Front, Knit up 70 [80, 94, 106] 
sts evenly along front edge to top of 
raglan, work across sts of right sleeve, 
back and left sleeve as follows: K1 [1 , 
5, 5], *M1, K2; rep from * to last 1 [1, 
5, 5] sts. Ml , K1 [1 , 5, 5], then Knit up 
70 [80, 94, 106] sts evenly down front 
edge of Left Front to cast on edge (197 
[223, 259, 289] sts). 

Rib row 1 - (WS). K1, *P1, K1; rep 
from * to end. 

Rib row 2 - K2. *P1 , K1 ; rep from * to 
last St, K1 . 

Work 3 more rows in rib for Girl’s 
Jacket/ 4 more rows In rib for Boy’s 
Jacket. 

Buttonhole row - Rib 4, cast off next 
2 sts, *rib until there are 9 [11, 11, 13] 
sts on right-hand needle after casting 
off, cast off next 2 sts; rep from * 2 [2, 
3, 3] times more, rib to end. 

Work 17 [23, 27, 33] more rows in rib 
casting on 2 sts over each buttonhole 
in first of these rows, then work 
buttonhole row again. Work 5 more 
rows in rib for Girl’s Jacket/ 4 more 
rows in rib for Boy’s Jacket, casting on 
2 sts over each buttonhole in first of 
these rows. Cast off in rib. 

Join side and sleeve seams. Sew on 
buttons. Turn back collar. 



DK SWEATER 



BACK 



With 3 1^4 mm needles, cast on 51 [57, 
63, 69] sts. 

Rib row 1 - (RS), K1 . *P1 , K1 ; rep from 
* to end. 

Rib row 2 - PI , *K1 , PI ; rep from * to 
end. 

Rep these 2 rows for 4 [4, 5, 5] cm, 
ending with row 1. 

Increase row - Rib 4 [4, 4, 2], *M1 (by 
picking up horizontal loop lying 
before next st and working into 
back of it), rib 7 [6, 9, 8]; rep from * to 
last 5 [5. 5, 3] sts. Ml , rib 5 [5, 5, 3] (58 
[66, 70, 78] sts). 

Change to 4 mm needles and patt 

thus: 

Rowl - (RS), K12 [14, 16, 18], PI , K6, 
PI, K18 [22, 22. 26], PI, K6. P1, K12 
[14,16,18]. 

Row2- P12[14, 16, 18], K1, P6, K1, 
PI 8 [22, 22, 26], K1 , P6, K1 , P12 [14, 
16,18]. 

Row 3 - KO [2, 0, 2], (P2, K2) 3 [3, 4, 
4] times, PI , K6. PI , K2, (P2. K2) 4 [5, 
5, 6] times, PI . K6, PI , (K2, P2) 3 [3, 

4, 4] times, KO [2,0,2]. 

Row 4 - PO [2, 0, 2], (K2, P2) 3 [3, 4, 
4] times, K1 , P6, K1 , P2, (K2, P2) 4 [5, 

5, 6] times, K1 , P6, K1 , (P2, K2) 3 [3, 
4, 4] times, PO [2,0,2]. 

Row5-K12[14, 16,18],P1,C6B,P1, 
K18 [22, 22, 26], PI , C6F, PI , K12 [14, 
16,18]. 

Row 6 - As row 2. 

Row 7 - PO [2, 0, 2], (K2, P2) 3 [3, 4, 
4] times, PI , K6, P3, (K2, P2) 4 [5, 5. 

6] times, PI, K6, PI, (P2, K2) 3 [3. 4, 

4] times, PO [2, 0, 2]. 

Row 8 - KO [2, 0, 2], (P2. K2) 3 [3, 4, 
4] times, K1 , P6, K3, (P2, K2) 4 [5, 5, 

6] times, K1 , P6, K1 , (K2, P2) 3 [3, 4, 

4] times, KO [2, 0, 2]. 

These 8 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until Back meas 1 0 [1 2, 1 5, 
18] cm, ending with RS facing for next 
row. 

Shape raglans 

**Keeping patt correct, cast off 1 [1, 2, 
2] sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Row 3 - K1 , sLI K, K1 , psso, patt to last 
3 sts, K2tog, K1. 

Row 4 - P2, patt to last 2 sts, P2. *** 
Rep last 2 rows until 22 [26, 26, 30] sts 
rem, ending with RS facing for next 
row. 
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Next row - K1 , sLI K, K2tog, psso, patt 
to last 4 sts, K3tog, K1 . 

Next row - P2, patt to last 2 sts, P2. 
Leave rem 18 [22, 22, 26] sts on a 
spare needle.

With 3 1/4 mm needles, cast on 31 [33, 
35, 37] sts. Work in rib as on Back for 
11 [11, 13, 13] rows, thus ending with 
row 1. 

Increase row - Rib 5 [4, 2, 2], *M1 , rib 
2 [3, 3, 4]: rep from * to last 6 [5, 3, 3] 
sts, Ml , rib 6 [5, 3, 3] (42 [42, 46, 46] 
sts). 

Change to 4 mm needles and patt 

thus: 

Row 1 - (RS), K. 

Row 2 - P. 

Row 3 - K2, *P2, K2; rep from * to end. 
Row 4 - P2, *K2, P2; rep from * to end. 
Row 5 - K. 

Row 6 - P. 

Row 7 - P2, *K2, P2; rep from * to end. 
Row 8 - K2, *P2, K2; rep from * to end. 
These 8 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt, shaping sides by Inc 1 st 
at each end of next and every foil alt 
[alt, 4th, 4th] row until there are 50 [48, 
54, 54] sts, then on every foil 4th [4th, 
6 th, 6th] row until there are 52 [56, 60, 
64] sts, taking inc sts into patt. Work 
straight until Sleeve meas 12 [15, 19, 
23] cm, ending with RS facing for next 
row. 

Shape raglans 

Work as Back from ** to ***. 

Rep last 2 rows until 22 [22, 20, 20] sts 
rem, ending with RS facing for next 
row. 

Next row - K1 , sL1 K, K2tog, psso, patt 
to last 4 sts, K3tog, K1 . 

Next row - P2, patt to last 2 sts, P2. 

Rep last 2 rows until 6 [6, 8, 8] sts rem, 
ending with RS facing. Leave rem sts 
on a spare needle. 



FRONT 

Work as Back to ***. 

Rep last 2 rows until 34 [38, 40, 44] sts 
rem, ending with WS facing for next 
row. 

Shape neck 

Next row - P2, patt 1 2 [12, 14, 14] sts, 
turn and work this side first. 

****Cont to dec 1 st at raglan edge as 
before on next and every ait row, at the 



same time dec 1 st at neck edge on 
next 3 rows, then foil 2 [2, 3, 3] alt rows. 
5 sts rem. 

Keeping neck edge straight work 2 
more raglan decs, ending with RS 
facing for next row. 3 sts rem.**** 

Next row - K2tog, K1. 

Cast off rem 2 sts. 

With WS facing, slip centre 6 [10, 8, 
12] sts on a spare needle, rejoin yarn 
to neck edge of rem 1 4 [1 4, 1 6, 1 6] sts, 
patt 12 [12, 14, 14], P2. 

Work as first side from **** to ****. 
Next row - K1 , sL1 K. K1 , psso. 

Cast off rem 2 sts.

Do not press. 

Join front raglan seams and right back 
raglan seam. 

Neck Border 

With RS facing and 3 1/4 mm needles, 
K6 [6, 8 , 8] from left sleeve, knit up 13 
[13, 15, 15] sts down left side of neck, 
K6 [10, 8, 12] from front, knit up 13 
[13, 15, 15] sts up right side of neck, 
K6 [6, 8, 8] from light sleeve and K18 
[22, 22, 26] from back neck dec 1 st at 
centre (61 [69, 75, 83] sts). 

Starting with row 2, work in rib as on 
Back for 6 cm. Cast off loosely in rib. 

Fold Neck Border in half to WS and slip 
stitch loosely in place. Join left back 
raglan seam leaving 7 cm open from 
top of Neck Border. 

With RS facing and 3 mm needles, 
starting at top of Neck Border, knit up 
31 sts all round opening. Cast off 
knitwise. 

Make 3 buttonloops evenly along neck 
opening by forming a loop with 2 
strands of yarn and working 
buttonhole stitch around loop. Sew on 
buttons to correspond with 
buttonloops. Join side and sleeve 
seams. 



DK JACKET 



BACK AND SLEEVES 

Work as Back and Sleeves of DK 
Sweater. 



LEFT FRONT 



With 3 1/4 mm needles, cast on 17[19, 
21,23] sts. 

Rib row 1 - (RS), *K1, PI; rep from * 
to last 3 sts, K1, P2. 

Rib row 2 - K2, PI , *K1 , PI ; rep from 
* to end. 

Rep last 2 rows for 4 [4, 5, 5] cm, 
ending with row 1 . 

Increase row - Rib 2 [2, 3, 2], *M1 , rib 
4 [5, 5, 6]; rep from * to last 3 [2, 3, 3] 
sts, M1 , rib 3 [2, 3, 3] (21 [23, 25, 27] 
sts). 

Change to 4 mm needles and patt 

thus: 

Row 1 - K12 [14, 16, 18], PI, K6, P2. 
ROW2-K2, P6, K1, P12[14, 16, 18]. 

Row 3 - KO [2, 0, 2], (P2, K2) 3 [3, 4, 
4] times, PI, K6, P2. 

Row 4 - K2, P6, K1 , (P2, K2) 3 [3, 4, 
4] times, PO [2, 0, 2]. 

Row 5 - K1 2 [14, 1 6, 18], P1 , C6B, P2. 
Row 6 - As row 2. 

Row 7 - PO [2, 0, 2], (K2, P2) 3 [3, 4, 
4] times, P1, K6, P2. 

Row 8 - K2, P6, K1 , (K2, P2) 3 [3, 4, 
4] times, KO [2, 0, 2]. 

These 8 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until front matches Back to 
start of raglan shaping, ending with RS 
facing for next row. 

Shape raglan 

Keeping patt correct cast off 1 [1 , 2, 2] 
sts at beg of next row. Work 1 row. 
Row 3 - K1, sLIK, K1, psso, patt to 
end. 

Row 4 - Patt to last 2 sts, P2. 

Rep last 2 rows until 3 sts rem, ending 
with RS facing for next row. 

Next row - K1 , sLI K, K1 , psso. 

Cast off rem 2 sts. 

RIGHiyRONT 



With 3 1^4 mm needles, cast on 17[19, 
21,23] sts. 

Rib row 1 - (RS), P2, K1 , *P1 , K1 ; rep 
from * to end. 

Rib row 2 - *P1 , K1 ; rep from * to last 
3 sts, PI, K2. 

Rep last 2 rows for 4 [4, 5, 5] cm. 
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ending with row 1. 

Increase row - Rib 2 [2, 3, 2], *M1 , rib 
4 [5, 5, 6]: rep from * to last 3 [2, 3, 3] 
sts, M1 , rib 3 [2, 3, 3] (21 [23, 25, 27] 
sts). 

Change to 4 mm needles and patt 

thus: 

Row 1 - (RS). P2, K6, PI , K1 2 [1 4, 1 6, 

18]. 

Row 2 - P12 [14, 16, 18], K1, P6, K2. 
Row 3 - P2, K6, PI , (K2, P2) 3 [3, 4, 
4] times, KO [2, 0, 2]. 

Row 4 - PO [2, 0, 2], (K2, P2) 3 [3, 4, 
4] times, K1 , P6, K2. 

Row 5 - P2, C6F, PI , K1 2 [14, 1 6, 18]. 
Row 6 - As row 2. 

Row 7 - P2, K6, PI . (P2, K2) 3 [3, 4, 
4] times, PO [2, 0, 2]. 

Row 8 - KO [2. 0, 2], (P2, K2) 3 [3, 4, 
4] times, K1,P6, K2. 

These 8 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until front matches Back to 
start of raglan shaping, ending with 
WS facing for next row. 

Shape raglan 

Cast off 1 [1 , 2, 2] sts at beg of next 



row. 

Row 2 - Patt to last 3 sts, K2tog, K1 . 
Row 3 - P2, patt to end. 

Rep last 2 rows until 3 sts rem, ending 
with RS facing for next row. 

Next row - K2tog, K1. 

Cast off rem 2 sts. 

MAKE UP 



Do not press. 

Join raglan seams. 

Collar 

With RS facing and 3 mm circular 
needle, starting at cast on edge of 
Right Front, knit up 58 [66, 76, 86] sts 
evenly along front edge to top of 
raglan, work across sts of right sleeve, 
back and left sleeve as follows: K1 [1, 
3, 3], *M1, K2; rep from * to last 1 [1, 
3, 3] sts. Ml, K1 [1,3, 3], then knit up 
58 [66, 76, 86] sts evenly down front 
edge of Left Front to cast on edge (1 61 
[183, 207, 233] sts). 

Rib row 1 - (WS), K1, *P1, K1; rep 
from * to end. 

Rib row 2 - K2, *P1 , K1 ; rep from * to 
last St, K1 . 



Work 1 more row in rib for Girl’s Jacket/ 
2 more rows in rib for Boy’s Jacket. 
Buttonhole row - Rib 4, cast off next 
2 sts, *rib until there are 7 [9, 8 , 10] sts 
on right-hand needle after casting off, 
cast off next 2 sts; rep from * 2 [2, 3, 3] 
times more, rib to end. 

Work 15 [21, 21, 27] more rows in rib, 
casting on 2 sts over each buttonhole 
in first of these rows, then work 
buttonhole row again. Work 5 more 
rows in rib for Girl’s Jacket/ 4 more 
rows in rib for Boy’s Jacket, casting on 
2 sts over each buttonhole in first of 
these rows. Cast off in rib. 

Join side and sleeve seams. Sew on 
buttons. Turn back collar. 

Do not dry handknits in harsh sunlight 
as fading or yellowing may occur. 

You may tumble dry your garment with 
confidence in any domestic tumble 
dryer at temperatures of up to 60“C.
